DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of tlie finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's amendnnent was received on 6/23/2008, and has been entered and 
made of record. Currently, claims 1, 3 - 16, 24, 26, 30 - 33, 35 - 37 and 39 - 42 are 
pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments (see Remarks 6/23/2008) with respect to claim 1 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claim has been 
withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1,3- 16, 24, 26, 30 - 33, 35 - 37 and 39 - 42 are allowed. 
Referring to claims 1, 9 and 41, although the Applicant discloses that an 

alternative sequence of comparisons is possible wherein the sequence of comparisons 
does not effect the intended results and wherein the particular sequence of first 
comparing the consumable identifiers and then comparing the party identifiers second 
has no disclosed benefit or advantage (see Specification [page 14, lines 21 - 30]), the 
innovative limitation that distinguishes the Applicant's claim is comparing the received

consumable identifier witli tlie stored consumable identifier before the comparison of 
the received party identifier with the stored party identifier. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
